fncc ll» first test as thousands of 19-nnd 
20-ycar-ol(ta lino up for their first legal 
Infers. And Imrkeeps throughout the 
stale will face a severe test of their 
nerve*, patience and possibly their II- 
censes. 


The new law. which took effect at 12:01 


a.m. today, enables 10-and 20-year-olds 
to purchase ami consume beer and wine, 
but not the stronger splritus ferment!. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem for alcohol dispensers is 


.separating the Iwcrhounds from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. The clerk or 
bartender who errs in pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license. 


TO COMBAT this problem several re- 


medics hove been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving somn one with phony IDS. 


Dob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors, Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect the shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 111-year-olds or denying ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 
year-olds. 
. 


The cards, already' used for 21-year- 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, 
arc signed by'the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains' file at the 
store, Selective Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are listed. (This, accord- 
ing to Burton, enables the clerk to run a 
quick check on the presented IDs against 
the information on file. 


DOBBY DOBKINS, owner of the store, 


admits the cards are a stopgap measure 
at best. He feels the new law is "one we 
can't live with." 


Dobkins and others in similar situ- 


ations around the state are almost uni- 
versal in disapproval of the new'lavy. 
Most label it halfway measure that just 
breeds new problems. Many said they fa- 
vored one age for drinking, all alcoholic 
beverages. 


This is the night when tavern operators 


probably • will "bear the brunt of the 
thirsty youths. Short of setting aside sep- 
arate rooms or areas for the beer and 
wine crowd, few see any ready answer 
for the problem, except the bars in Ar- 
lington Heights where the law doesn't 
take effect until Oct. 6. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS passed ah or- 


dinance lowering the age, but by law, 
ordinances do not take effect until 10 
days after they are published in a news- 
paper. The revised liquor law was not 
published until Sept. 26; hence the lag 
twixt cup and the lip. 


In hope of preventing underage accept- 


ance, Bill Roscoe, owner of the Blarney 
Stone .Inne, Mount Prospect, said he will 
ask for three identification cards to pro- 


• tect himself. For the guys, these would 
probably be a voters cord, draft card 
and driver's license. 


But what of the young woman who 


lacks the draft card? A spokesman from 
Lum's Restaurant, said he would prob- 
ably settle "for two good ones. Hopefully 
one uould have a picture." 


Some spas say they will go to a ink- 


stamping system for the beer drinkers. 


BUTCII McGUIRE. who owns taverns 


in Mount Prospect and Chicago, said 
doormen will stamp the right or left 
hand according to the drinker's, age. 
This, he said, will tell the waitress at a 
glance who may drink what.

THE OFFICIALS complained, during

• Federal grant formulas block pur-

• Small municipalities built large post 


offices, but larger communities — like 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove Village — 
arc without local mail centers. Schaum- 
burg, with a population of 32,000 sends 
mall through Roscllc (population 0,000). 
Elk Grove local letters travel to Arling- 


ton Heights, then back to the village. 


• Noise from O'Hare.International Air- 


port flights Is getting louder and planes 
arc lower and more frequent. 


"Solid, waste disposal, water supply, 


flood control are top priorities in this 
area," Schauraburg Mayor Robert 0. At- 
cher said. 


"Could we a-, a group get money for 


landfill? Could we go for a block grant to 
run a 72-inch water line to Lake Mich- 
igan?" Atcher asked. 


Jones, who last week proposed 
an 


area-wide water cooperative, supported 
the proposal. "I tblnk we could come up 
with the -legal agreement. The borders 
arc already drawn." 


"If we're committed to a regional con- 


cept we can't have all kinds of sub- 
regions," Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Telchert said. 


LARGE CAPITAL projects cannot be 


built with, limited revenue sharing allot- 
ments, the officials said. "You can't 
build a fire station with $100,000," Jones 
said. "We need water towers, sidewalks 
and we can't build them unless we go 
back to property taxes or bonds." 


"I don't think taxes arc too high," Tcl- 


chert said. "They relate to the services 
you get. I hove no problem in my com- 
munity." 


CUANE TOLD the officials that he "is 


not sure" how to attack duplication of 
services and waste in government that 
could cut federal taxes, "What I resent Is 
the federal government moving Into 
areas where it has demonstrated in- 
competence. It's a rule of life. I shake in 
horror at the squandering of taxpayers' 
money."

of his friend Frank Sinatra In Palm 
Springs, Calif. 


Agncw was scheduled to return to 


Washington today from the long weekend 
In California, during which he took Iho 
occasion of an address to a group of Re- 
publican women to again declare hU In- 
nocence of wrongdoing and pledge: "I 
will not resign If Indicted." 


Agncw did not mention Pctorscn by 


name, but pointedly referred to him by 
saying: "The conduct of high Individuals 
In the Department of Justice — particu- 
larly the conduct of the chief of the 


Criminal Investigation Division of that 
department — Is unprofessional and ma- 
licious and outrageous." 
'in Washington, Attorney General Elliot 
L. Richardson responded In a statement: 
"The vice president has singled out for 
criticism a career public servant con- 
strained from defending himself by the 
ethical standards governing a criminal 
Investigation. 


"Henry Peterson Is a distinguished 


government lawyer who hus had more 
than two decades of prosccutorlal experi- 
ence and Is greatly respected by his col- 
leagues In law enforcement."

Hearings postponed until Wednesday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An alleged 


campaign spy known as "Fat Jack," and 
Dwlght Chopin, President Nixon's for- 
mer appointments secretary, have re- 
fused to testify before the Senate Water- 
gate committee, delaying resumption of 
the hearings until Wednesday. 


Sam Dash, chief counsel for the com- 


mittee, sold Chapln and John R. Buckley 
had been scheduled to testify Tuesday, 
but the committee decided not to call 
them when they said they would Invoke 
the Fifth Amendmcnet In response to all 
questions. He identified Buckley as "Fat 
Jock." 


As a result, Dash said, the committee 


will not resume hearings until Wednes- 
day when the witness was expected to be 
Donald H. Segretti, an admitted political 
saboteur for Nixon's 1976 reelection cam- 
paign. 


Committee attorneys also obtained a 


three-day delay until Thursday of oral 
arguments on a suit seeking to obtain 
tapes of five Watergate-related conversa- 
tions between the President and his 
aides. The arguments originally were 
scheduled Monday before U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica, but the committee 
requested postponement because of the 


death of Dash's brother, Harold, a Phila- 
delphia architect. 


The first public reference to 
"Fat 


Jack" occurred in committee hearings 
last week when Watergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt was questioned by Sen. 
Lowell Weicker, R-Conn., about spying 
efforts on behalf of the White House. 


Hunt said a man he knew only as "Fat 


Jack" last year hired an unidentified 
person to spy on Sen. Edmund S. Mus- 
kie's campaign for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. He said "Fat Jack" 


also supplied him with photographed 
copies of documents from the Muskie 
camp. 


Buckley, S3, is a former FBI agent who 


retired last June 30 as chief of the in- 
spection division of the Office of Eco- 
nomic Opportunity. Chapin, who now 
works for United Air Lines in California, 
has been identified as the White House 
aide who hired Segretti to conduct politi- 
cal espionage and sabotage. 


Segretti was expected to plead guilty 


today before a federal judge on charges 


of carrying out political sabotage against 
Democratic presidential candidates. Fol- 
lowing his court appearance, he was 
expected to be granted limited immunity, 
from further prosecution in order to tes- 
tify before the Senate committee. 


Dash said Judge Sirica will grant im- 


munity today to Robert M. Benz, 25, a- 
Florida Young Republican Club chair-, 
man who allegedly worked for Segretti, 
and Martin D. Kelley, also identified by 
sources as one of Segretti's operatives in 
Florida.

Herbert Wehner, the "grand old man" 


of Brandt's own Social Democrat party, 
conferred secretly with Soviet leaders in 
Moscow last week and sided with the 
Kremlin in opposing the government's 
stand on the divided city. 


The explosion of headlines and denun- 


ciation by West German politicians over- 
shadowed coverage of Brandt's own tour, 
and the chancellor announced in Wash- 
ington he was returning home two days 
early. 


Brandt said he needed the extra time 


to prepare for a busy week of business. 


But West German politicians did not 


accept that explanation. They said all 
business had been taken care of long be- 
fore Brandt even left for the United 
States.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern- 


, ment announced a major publicity cam- 


paign Sunday to increase vaccinations 
for preschool children, fearing that the 
"alarming decline" of immunization in 
recent years might provoke epidemics 
of polio, measles and diptheria. 


The problem is especially acute among 


black children ages 1 through 4 living in 
city slums, but suburban children also 
are potential victims of public and medi- 
cal indifference to preventing the dis- 
eases, according to the Center for Dis- 
ease Control (CDC). 


A CDC official noted, in response to 


questions, that federal funds for buying 
vaccine for needy persons and other im- 
munizations activities have been cut by 
the administration in recent years. In fis- 
cal 1972, $17 million was available, ac- 
cording to Jack Kirby, program oper- 
ations chief in CDC's immunization 
branch, and the amount dropped to $10.2 
million for the year that ended June 30 


and $6.2 million this year. 


The goals are to have 2.3 million 


more pre-school children vaccinated, 
against polio during the next year, in ad- 
dition to the 9 million normally vacci- 
nated; 2.7 million more against measles, 
in addition to 9 million; 2.5 million more 
against rubella, up from 7.9 million, and 
2.3 million more against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus, up from 
10.5 million. 


Historical issues ahead 
The high court: work, work 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 


Court plunges Into its heaviest workload 
in history this week while historic con- 
stitutional issues it must eventually de- 
cide swirl elsewhere in the capital. 


Until lower courts rule on Vice Presi- 


dent Agnew's problems, President Nix- 
on's right to impound appropriated funds 
and whether he must surrender the Wa- 
tergate tapes, the nine justices can give 
their attention to their record-smashing 
docket, a reflection — as always — of 
American social trends. 


Refined aspects of old racial and reli- 


gious Issues are before the court as well 
as newer developments in women's 
rights, military law and efforts on behalf 
of prison inmates. 


The justices have been asked to change 


their minds on a number of last term's 
decisions, Including their views on ob- 
scenity and the Inconclusive tie vote 
which torpedoed integration of suburban 
and inner city schools In Richmond, Va. 


The court almost never reconsiders 


cases decided by written opinion after 
argument. Meantime the Detroit school 
dispute, much like Richmond's, has 
come in. 


The 1973-74 term finds a court lined up 


rather solidly behind Chief Justice War- 
ren E. Burger in close cases dealing with 
govcrnmemtntal authority, especially in 
the criminal field. Burger usually has the 
support of the three other Nixon ap- 
pointees — Justices Harry A. Blackmun, 


Lewis F. Powell Jr. and William H. 
Rehnquist — as well as Justice Byron R. 
Write and often Justice Potter Stewart. 


Justices William 0. Douglas, William 


J. Brennan Jr. and Thurgood Marshall 
often dissent. 


Whether this division would hold firm 


on the big constitutional questions just 
around the corner is anyone's guess. 


October 1 is the court's ceremonial 


opening day. The justices then-go into 
private conference for an entire week to 
consider hundreds of appeals that have 
arrived during the summer. Disposition 
of them will be announced on Oct. 9 and 
thereafter on Mondays. 


The court already has agreed to hear a 


series of government appeals involving 
wiretapping. The Justice Department 
may have to give up 124 prosecutions if 
the ruling is not in its favor. 


Other cases in the criminal field deal 


with guidelines for searching a person 
under arrest; the right of a grand jury 
witness to claim his interrogation was 
based on illegally seized evidence; and 
whether the head of a methadone drug 
treatment program may refuse to pro- 
vide a grand jury with pictures of 
patients. 


In addition to their school descgration 


efforts, blacks arc asking a cut-off of fed- 
eral funds to any community having an 
all-black school. A test case from Fern- 
dale, Mich., could govern other school 
districts. 


Elsewhere in the civil rights field a 


case from Cairo, 111., raises the question 
whether a group of blacks may bring ra- 
cial discrimination charges in federal 
court against state judges and other offi- 
cials. The group claims state judges sen- 
tence blacks to longer terms than 
whites; set bond without regard to indi- 
v i d u a I circumstances; and require 
blacks to pay for a jury trial without re- 
quiring others to do so. 


The court already has agreed to hear 


attacks by two women teachers in Cleve- 
land and Chesterfield County, Va., 
against practices requiring 
pregnant 


women to leave their jobs a specified 
number of months before the expected 
birth. 


The growing concern with prison condi- 


tions comes through in an appeal by Cal- 
ifornia authorities from a federal court 
decision striking down regulations on 
mail censorship and the availability to 
inmates of.confidentlal investigators. 


The administration of justice in the 


military will be drastically affected by 
action on two lower court decisions hold- 
ing unconstitutional the "general article" 
of the Uniform Code of Military Justice, 
which imposes criminal penalties on "all 
disorders and neglects to the prejudice of 
the good order and discipline in the 
armed forces" and "all conduct of a na- 
ture to bring discredit upon the armed 
forces."

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School district tvrapup 
Changes weighed 
to aid students 


School Dist. 21 will take steps to Improve pupil skills in 


areas where results of last year's annual achievement tests 
Indicate work Is needed. 


Tho Iowa Test of Basic Skills, a package of tests in all 


academic areas, is administered to students In grades three 
through eight in the district each spring. 


Dlst. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and portions of 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Administrators and teachers in the district arc analyzing 


test scores to sec what changes, if any, should be made in 
materials and techniques used in classroom Instruction. 


Marjoric Bcu. curriculum director, said the results are 


studied to determine several tilings including: 


• The appropriateness of material used in each grade. 
• The effectiveness of teaching techniques on all levels. 
• The varying abilities of students. 
• Tho need for specific extra training for teachers in a 


particular area. 


Mlu Bcu cited the current Dlst. 21 math program as an 


example of how achievement lest scores are used to improve 
Iliu effectiveness of instruction. 


About four years ago, math scores In the district were low, 


she said. Teachers adopted a new textbook shortly after the 
results of the tests were released and the scores have Im- 
proved ever since. 


Compared to last year, achievement test scores were lower 


for fifth and sixth grade students tills year, especially in the 
area of language arts. 


Bcu said part of the reason for the low language arts 


scores could be the emphasis placed In the district on creat- 
ive u riling. She said creativity will not be dccmphaslzcd, but 
teachers will increase work on grammar skills this year. 


Junior high bids to be awarded 


The school board plans to award the contract of the con- 


struction of $1.11 million In additions to the district's three 
junior high school!) Oct. 11. 


Tho additions will provide extra classrooms besides provid- 


ing areas for a new vocational arts program. 


The district hopes to begin construction as soon as possible 


after the contract is awarded and have Iho additions ready by 
the time school opens next fall. 


Several alternative ways of funding the construction tire 


boing studied Including the possibility of state aid and using 
XWO.OOO in funds from the district's 1070 referendum. 


Tho referendum- monies were Intended for do purchase of 


tho Irving and Stevenson school sites. Because those sites 
ucro donated, tho district may still sell $300,000 in bonds 
authorized by tho referendum. 


Dlst. 21 Supt. Kenneth GUI said If the referendum funds can 


be used for the junior high additions, the district will prob- 
ably vsalt until March to sell the bonds. 


Transportation request denied 


Tim Dlst. 21 School Board last week denied a request from 


n group of parents of students attending Stevenson School for 
bus transportation. 


Tho parents, most of them residents of nearby apartment 


complexes, feel it Is dangerous and too far for their children 
to walk to the school on Wolf Road In Wheeling. 


Tho board rejected the busing request because the students 


involved live less than lb miles from the school. 


Anticipating the school board decision, the parents have 


agreed to pay $00 each annually to finance their own bus.

Science is life 


Students learning that methodologies apply anywhere 


Begogglcd eighth graders, clustered in 


small groups, hover over small plastic 
bags filled with scashells and HCL 
(hydrochloric acid) completely absorbed 
In an experiment to study mass and mat- 
ter. 


Tho students arc working in science 


class at Cooper Junior High School, Dist. 
21, Buffalo Grove. They say they like the 
class because they not only read about 
science in their textbooks, they learn to 
use it. 


"It really helps you understand better 


to do experiments,".sald Chris March. "I 
like seeing what happens," added her 
friend, Kim Kreuger. 


Learning by doing is the philosophy of 


the lab-oriented science program con- 
ducted in all Dist. 21 junior high schools. 


Dlst. 21 serves Wheeling,

Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


BY CONDUCTING experiments, scv- 


cnth-and eighth-graders are able to see 
how scientific methods and principles ap- 
ply not only in the laboratory, but in 
their daily lives. 


"They learn problem-solving tech- 


niques that can be applied to anything," 
said Julie Wester, science I'epartment 
chairman at Cooper. "I think it also 
gives them an appreciation of science. 
For example, if they didn't know how 
really difficult it is to send a man to the 
moon, they'd say, 'so what?' But learn- 
ing some of what's involved they under- 
stand and appreciate it more." 


The seventh-grade science program fo- 


cuses on principles of physics while the 
eighth-graders study chemistry. 


Some of the topics explored by sev- 


enth-graders include the metric system, 
forces, work, forms of energy, motion, 
electricity, heat and temperature. 


The eighth-grade program is designed 


to give students the background they 
need to build an accurate particle model 


by the end of the year. They study mass, 
matter, characteristics of different par- 
ticles, acids and bases, among other sub- 
jects. 


UNTIL THE PRESENT science pro- 


gram was adopted by the district three 
years ago, biology was taught on the ju- 
nior high level. Mrs. Wester said because 
physics and chemistry are needed to 
really understand biology, the decision 
was made to offer those subjects first. 
Biology is now taught in high school. 


"These kids really study some pretty 


sophisticated science," Mrs. Wester said. 
"Some of it is stuff that most people 
didn't get until high school, but it's wa- 
tered down so they can see things." 


"We're hoping to make science more 


interesting for the kids," she continued 
"They've had too many lectures from 
teachers on clouds and cloud formations 
and not enough of them have been taken 
out to look at the clouds."

No word on missing youth

Concern Increased over the weekend 


for the fate of a DCS Plalnes man who 
now has been listed as missing in Chile. 


U.S. State Department officials report- 


ed that Frank R. Teruggl Jr., 23, of 7311 
S. Third Ave., DCS Plalnes was not being 
held by military officials in the South 
American nation which underwent a 
massive political upheaval earlier this 
month. 


This latest information contradicted 


earlier reports that the young man, who 
was studying economics at the Univer- 
sity of Chile, was being held with hun- 
dreds of other persons In a Santiago soc- 
cer stadium. 


The government said Saturday that af- 


ter exhaustive inquiries the young man's 
whereabouts arc unknown at this time. 


Tcruggl's father, Frank told The Her- 


ald over the weekend that he still has not 
heard from his son, but had been told by 
the State Department he had been re- 
leased on Sept. 21. The family last heard 
from their son on Sept. 17. 


"Today I am very concerned about my 


son, they have told me that ho Is not 
being held, and he is not in any hospital, 
but I know that he would have called by 
now," the father said. 


THE YOUNGER Teruggl's roommate, 


David Hathaway, was released from 
Chile on Wednesday, but he has appat- 
ently not been able to shed any light on 
the local man's condition. State depart- 
ment officials said they had confllcting_ 
reports as to whether or not Teruggi was' 
with Hathaway on the day Hathaway 
was captured. The Herald was not able 
to .reach Hathaway over the weekend for 
additional information. He is expected 
back In the U.S. today. 


When the DCS Plalnes family last 


heard from their son, he told them he 
was in good condition and planned to 
leave Chile by way of Argentina. State 
department officials said they have also 
mode Inquiries in Argentina, but have re- 
ceived no Information on Teruggi. 


"This is all very confusing," the senior 


Teruggi said. "Everytlme the telephone 
rings I hope It Is Frank or someone with 
information about him." 


"From his letter to us and his sister, 


Frank did not seem to be involved in 
anything political down there, so I do not 
know why they would want to hold him 
for any time," the father said. 


TERRUGI HAD been In Chile for about 


two years. He had previously been an 
engineering student at the California In- 
stitute of Technology. He is a graduate of 
Notre Dame High School in Nilcs. 


At the request of Tho Herald, represen- 


tatives of U.S. Senators Charles Percy 
and Adla! Stevenson and U.S. Rep, Sam- 
uel Young, R-10, have interceded with 
the government In an effort to learn 
more about the young man. 


Even the state department has given 


the family conflicting reports about their 
son. Teruggi said the two calls he re- 
ceived late last week indicated his son 
had been released on Sept. 21, but anoth- 
er state department spokesman told 
them it was highly unlikely the govern- 
ment would take someone Into custody 
one day and release them on the next. 
Most persons taken prisoner during the 
military overthrow have been held at 
least a week, government officials said. 


In the meantime, the family's con- 


cern's are mounting dally. 


"I would like to .'mow where my son is 


and what his condition might be," the 
father said, adding he and his wife 


Jcanic feel helpless because their son is 
so far away. 


"I guess about all we can do is wait 


and hope that the government or the 
newspapers got some information about 
Frank. We sure would like to hear from 
him," he added. 


The schedule at Cooper was changed 


this year to give students more time in 
science class, allowing them more free- 
dom to work at their own pace. Students 
before had science for 40 minutes five 
days a week, barely enough time to con- 
duct many experiments. The clases now 
meet 80 minutes twice a week and 40 
minutes one other day. No time, how- 
ever, has been taken away from other 
classes. 


IN ADDITION to the heterogeneous 


classes, there are special classes for stu- 
dents who have problems absorbing sci- 
ence material and an honors class for 
pupils who are gifted in that area. 


Class sizes average about 28 students 


and parents act as aides, giving out ma- 
terials and helping to grade papers. This 
frees the four science teachers to offer a 
lot of individualized instruction. 


All science students are required to de- 


sign a science project, part of the meth- 
od used to teach students to use scientific 
methods to think for themselves in sol- 
ving problems. 


"It's taking a problem and trying to 


solve it," Mrs. Wester said. "We're 
teaching them techniques that arc sup- 
posed to help them learn to think for 
themselves through experience." 


A lot of emphasis is placed on science 


at Cooper, the only junior high school in 
the district last jear to conduct its oun 
science fair In addition to the district- 
wide science competition. 


Cooper took eight out of 10 first-place 


awards in the Dist 21 fair last year, and 
four students went on to compete in the 
state science fair. Of those four, one 
rated outstanding, one took first and two 
s t u d e n t s were given second-place 
awards.

we tried to undertake too much using our 
own forces." 
,, Passolt, however, said he favors trying 
the program again if it is feasible. "I 
think it might be a little ambitious," he 
said. "But it would seem to me that in 
the long pull, if you can use your own 
people and be reimbursed with motor 
fuel tax funds, I would be able to lower 
taxes or at least not raise them." 


MEMBERS OF 1HE village board re- 


viewing the program said they would 
probably use village employes for the 
sidewalk program next year. They also 
said they would begin the paperwork in 
January so that actual repair work could 
begin with the warm weather. 


Trustee Ed Berger has asked Op- 


penheimer to look into the possibility of 
getting a Cutler repaving machine to do 
the street work for next year.* The ma- 
chine, which is expensive to rent, 
scapes the old street surface up, re- 
cycles it, and lays it down as a new sur- 
face. 


Oppcnhcimer said it would be possible 
for public works employes to do the side- 
walk program next year, but said he did 
not think the village workers could 
handle both streets and sidewalks. 


"We're not a construction crew," he 


said. "We're a maintenance crew. And it 
required a lot of work and a lot of man- 
power."

My husband and I are concerned about 


whether or not we are doing all we can 
for our son. 


He was discharged with honors after 


four yean of active duty tn the Navy 
during the Korean War. Shortly after- 
wards he broke down completely with 
what was diagnosed by one of our lead- 
Ing psychiatrists as paranoid schizo- 
phrenia. 


During all these Intervening years we 


have tried everything, and, as far us we 
know, there Is nothing else left to try. 
There Is no use going into the agonies of 
the situation and the impossibilities of 
trying to live with him because of his 
violence. He also has a drinking problem 
(they say he Is not an alcoholic) that 
greatly aggravates his condition. After 
trying countless times to make a home 
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Oswald: "We have had so many ques- 


tions about the Jacoby transfer bid that 
some articles on it should be appro- 
prlate." 


Jim: "Dave Carter of St. Louis was the

Oswald: "South has a near maximum 


no-trump with good spades and jumps to 
the spade game. With a minimum he 
might pass or bid three spades. With 
poorer spades he might bid three no- 
trump."

for him (he has been in and out of men. 
tal Institutions of all kinds), we have now 
been forced to abandon him to the veter- 
ans hospital. Yet, we still have hope that 
something can be done because he seems 
so rational so much of the time. His 
worst times are when he Is under the 
Influence of large amounts of beer or 
stronger liquor. 


My question Is, Is there a place that 


might be able to help him that we do not 
know about — such as a particular medi- 
cal center that you know about? Or do 
you think everything Is done that can be 
done for such patients in veterans and 
state hospitals for the mentally 111? He 
has been in a private institution for only 
short periods, and that was quite ex- 
pensive. We do not have a lot of money 
but we arc willing to spend what little we 
have If It would restore him to health. 


Schizophrenia is so varied that I 


couldn't possibly comment on a case 
without knowing the details, and the out- 
look is unpredictable from one case to 
another. 


It sounds as if you have had a variety 


of professional evaluations of your son's 
problems, and, apparently, most of the 
specialists who have seen him have 
agreed generally with the diagnosis. 


No, I don't think everything is being 


done that could be done in either our 
state hospitals or in the veterans hospi- 
tals, particularly for the mental illness 
problems. But, for the amount of money 
available and the trained personnel 
available, it is pretty good. I doubt you 
will be able to get any better treatment 
that would have a significant effect on 
your son's future. There are no great se- 
crets to treating these problems that 
wouldn't be known to a competent psy- 
chiatric staff in any fairly large hospital 
facility. 


I really wish I had something to offer 


so many people who are faced with this 
problem when mental illness strikes. 
Perhaps just telling you that chasing af- 
ter a new opinion or a false hope will be 
more of an exercise in futility and heart- 
break than a reward for your efforts will 
help you avoid that pitfall. Try to protect 
your own, and your husband's, well-being 
at this point rather than exhaust your 
few resources. You may need these for 
yourselves for something you can do 
something about later.

A proposed DCS Plnines ordl- 


nnncc that would require identi- 
fication of land trust beneficiaries 
in zoning cases and government 
property purchases deserves con- 
sideration by other Northwest sub- 
urbs.

Like a Swiss bank account, the 


trust is an all-too-convcnlcnt meth- 
od of avoiding ownership account- 
ability. The hidden-owner trust is 
an age-old target of criticism by 
persons advocating government 
and business openness. 


The pattern of trust use in metro- 


politan Chicago Is confusing but, 
unfortunately, 
familiar. 
News- 


paper exposes and 'grand jury in- 
vestigations involving zoning bribe- 
ry or kickbacks and probes of 
quick-profit land sales to govern- 


ment 
invariably involve bank 


trusts. 


A similar proposal to require dis- 


closure on a statewide level, House 
Bill 1508, failed to pass the legisla- 
ture in the last session. 


Dos Plnines' proposed ordinance 


originated during last spring's al- 
dermanic campaign. Aid. Thomas 
Koplos announced that he was 
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tired of dealing with trust numbers 
and said he would seek a dis- 
closure ordinance. 


Tile DCS Plaincs City Council 


judiciary committee approved a 
draft ordinance in April requiring 
disclosure of trusts that seek city 
zoning changes or sell land to the 
city. The proposal was sent to Cor- 
poration Counsel Robert DiLeo- 
nardl, who will send the ordinance 
to the city zoning board of appeals 
"within a week." The "rather 
simple amendment" will require 
naming of all trust beneficiaries 
when a zoning application is filed. 


Two trust misuse methods ap- 


pear in the-suburbs: 


—Politicians or close friends 


seek profitable zoning changes. 


The amount of political influence 
used to secure a favorable decision 
becomes impossible to determine 
because the property owner is nev- 
er revealed. 


—Politicians or close friends sell 


land for a quick profit to a govern- 
ment. The property could be for a 
street right-of-way, a oaseball field 
or a new building. The trust hold- 
er's purchase may be ncorded a 
few months before the sale to the 
public, although price o: the land 
doubled. 


Both sides of the trust ordinance 


should be argued. 


Opponents could claim that in 


zoning cases, best use of the land, 
not ownership, should be criteria 
for change. Examination of best 
land use can be lost in the debt of 
friendship if the landowner is con- 
cealed, however. 


Trust tax advantages would not 


be eroded by a local ordinance. 


But public ability to evaluate 


qualifications of proposed devel- 
opers seeking zoning or prices of- 
fered in land sales would be bol- 
stered. 


As i n d i c t m e n t s and in- 


vestigations of politicians multiply, 
proposals for broadened ethics leg- 
islation have increased. The Des 
Plaines council recently discussed 
local ethics guidelines. The Gener- 
al Assembly will meet Oct. 15 in 
special session to reexamfne ethics 
legislation that is ineffective. 


A simple local ordinance that 


cuts through trust numbers and 
digs to land owners names could be 
a first-suburban step toward elimi- 
nation of temptation.

For the Democratic liberal and the 


OOP's conservative, both men shortly 
may share a unique bi-partisan historical 
footnote related to the 1972 election: Both 
were vied presidential candidates who 
somehow never made It to the ends of 
their 1972 political footpaths. 


Eagleton's tenure, of course, was far 


briefer, for he was booted off the Demo- 
cratic ticket last summer shortly after it 
was learned he had concealed his psy- 
chiatric record of treatment for mental 
depression. 


Agnew, of course, was reelected last 


November to a second term as vice pres- 
ident. As of this writing it is uncertain 
whether Impeachment 
or 
indictment 


could be his first calamity. 


One way or another, Agnew can fall. 


Even if he can elude the U.S. Justice 
Department, the Democratic majority in 
Congress and the Federal grand jury in 
Baltimore, he seems dead as a Presiden- 
tial aspirant and as a politician. 


The footnote, however, ends the sim- 


ilarity. Eagleton is a moderately suc- 
cessful politician who's faded back into 
the U.S. Senate, while Agnew's star once 
rose towards the Presidential heavens. 


For a short time, Agnew had all a poli- 


tician could wish for. Shortly after enter- 
ing office, his name became a certified 
household word, for he hurled such rheto- 
rical thunderbolts as "nattering nabobs 
of negativism" at the likes of campus 
"bums" and the news media, whom he 
charged with slanting the news against

President Nixon. 


His towering rages were popular In the 


late I960's, for he echoed the public's 
concern about disorder. One can remem- 
ber how the liberals and radicals pon- 
dered in fear hov. the Niton Adminis- 
tration would throw them into prison as 
dissenters against the coming repression. 


Now, however, Watergate's crippled 


the Nixon administration and the Agnew 
woes have increased the mortality of the 
regime 
which achieved 
a landslide. 


There must be a sense within some cor- 
ners of the White House of when-wlll-this- 
end? 


These scandals, too, do not possess the 


ordinary shabblness of the acts of mon- 
ey-hungry politicians. There's a horrify- 
ing sense that this administration, which 
spoke so strongly for law and order, was 
the first to violate its own proclamations 
in the smoke-filled backrooms of politics.

WASHINGTON — When a corporate 


executive whose firm docs business with 
the government makes a large donation 
to n political party, Is he: 


—Practicing good citizenship? 
—Knuckling under to a veiled threat of 


bliickmnll? 


—Posting n down payment for future 


favors? 


There Is nothing Improper in n corpo- 


rate executive making a personal politi- 
cal donation any more than there Is any 
illegality In John Q. Public sending a 
chock to his favorite candidate. 


Out the Watergate scandal raised ques- 


tions Uiat has the business community 
looking at Its ethics. 


What triggered the (wardroom dls- 


is the fact that over the past 


couple months, seven top U.S. corpo- 
rations — American Airlines, Goodyear, 
Gulf Oil, Minnesota Mining and Manufac- 
turing, Phillips Petroleum, Branlff Air- 
ways and Ashland Oil — acknowledged 
to Watergate prosecutors that they made 
a total of nearly $500,000 In donations 
from tbolr corporate treasuries, an ac- 
tion specifically barred under the cam- 
paign financing laws. 


Why did they do it? One of the execu- 


tives, George A. Spatcr, who this month 
was ousted from his Job as chairman of 
American Airlines, put it this way: 


"A largo part of money raised from 


the business community for political pur- 
poses is given In fear of what would hap- 
pen If it were not given." 


What is the club that a political candi- 


date holds? In the case of the airlines, 


they are a regulated Industry. The Civil 
Aeronautics Board, whose members are 
appointed by the President, can approve 
or disapprove crucial items for an air- 
lines — fare hikes, mergers, route 
awards. 


In the case of other corporations which 


confessed to illegal contributions, the sto- 
ry was the same — they all dealt with 
'the government as part of their day-to- 
day business. 


But some observers claim that it Is not 


always true that corporations are the 
victims. In some cases, they were not 
pressured by a political party, but eager- 
ly offered under the-tablc donations In 
hopes of Influencing a public official to 
make a favorable decision on questions 
involving their corporations. 


Illegal corporate contributions to both 


political parties pre-datcs Watergate by 
decades. But If it has been a long-stand- 
ing practice, as some claim, it is now 
producing some soul-searching in execu- 
tive suites. 


One of the reasons for the second 


thoughts is simple: Watergate Special 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox Is threatening 
to prosecute corporations for illegal do- 
nations. 


Afore important, Watergate can give a 


stronger voice to those in the executive 
suite who have always argued against 
any illegal action, political or otherwise, 
taken in the name of protecting the cor- 
porate interest. 


In the future, these executives can turn 


away the political bagman with a two 
word argument: Remember Watergate.

MAUCK PltOI'OSES that special NAIC 


projects be funded under statutory au- 
thority, rather than leaning on the Insur- 
ance companies to shell out money for 
the regulation of their Industry. His de- 
partment is drafting such a proposal for 
consideration by NAIC at Its June, 1074, 
convention. 


Whether or not a change is made in the 


funding of special NAIC projects, the 
public .should know where the money 
comes from, says Mauck. Most NAIC 
business is now supported by contribu- 
tions from state Insurance departments. 
Added licensing fees or higher individual 
taxes could supply the remaining funds 
for special projects. 


The comparison of utilities and bank- 


ing to the Insurance Industry is a mis- 
leading one. The network of federal con- 
trols for the first two industries is set up 
on a statutory basis. But NAIC functions 
as a voluntary overseer of insurance 
standards. It has no statutory authority. 
Its members nro the insurance directors 
and commissioners of each state, with 
the express purpose of working towards 
uniform Insurance regulation. 


THE NAIC WIELDS tremendous power 


even though It Is strangely lacking In le- 
gal authority. Individual insurance direc- 
tors may voluntarily follow Its recom- 
mendations. "But it has some teeth," the 
NAIC spokesman explained, "you want 
to havo a uniform system from coast to 
coast, so everyone is singing the same 
song,so to speak." 


Uniformity, It Is explained, allows In-' 


stirancc companies to streamline oper- 
ations to reduce costs. 


But NAIC refused to participate in the 


Zone IV discussions of funding as a "hot 
potato" that's too sensitive to publicly 
discuss. Industry representatives such as 
Larry Faulsllch of the DCS Plaines-based 
National Association of Independent In- 
surers says the matter should await the 
findings of the McKlnsey study, now 
slated for release in April, 1074. 


Connccly and Mnuck contend the fund- 


ing Issue should be brought before the 
public. "I don't think you could attribute 
the lack of aggressiveness in the Insur- 
ance industry solely to the financing as- 
pect," Connccly says. "You could attrib- 
ute It to the relationships that have been 
allowed to develop between the insurance 
companies and the regulators."

He called the ceilings a "hot potato"

Lady politicians urge 
women to 'get involved9

Six Afferent "Women In Politics" and 


a half dozen Individual ways of Inter- 
preting their roles in government added 
up to a program that would make any 
woman stand up and wavo her flag for 
woman's rights. 


About 100 women attended the "Wom- 


en in Politics" luncheon, sponsored by 
the DCS Plalnes League of Women Voters 
(LWV) at the Casa Royalc last Wednes- 
day. 


Rep. Eugenia Chapman, D-Arllngton 


Heights; JoAnnc Alter and Joan Andcr- 
s o n, Metropolitan Sanitary District 
trustees; Virginia Haytcr, mayor (vil- 
lage president) of Hoffman Estates; 
Eleanor Rohrbach, DCS Plalnes city 
clerk; i J Irene Blrchfleld, Do* Plalnes 
5lh ward aldcruoman, gave first-hand 
views of the progress, problems and 
goals of women working In a malc-doml- 
nntcd political organization. 


WITH LESS POMP and pageantry than 


Gloria Stclnem and the NOW entourage, 
but possibly more dedication, hope and 
drive for achievement, the area's fcmnlo 
political representatives urged that more 
women shoulder the responsibility and 
get Involved. 


Rep. Chapman, a member of the Illi- 


nois Commission on the Status of Women 
and one of the primary pusher* for some 
very important unfinished business, pas- 
sage of the Equal Rights Amendment to 
the United Stales Constitution, called for 
rolling up puffed-sleeves. 


"Much work needs to bo done with

laws, attitudes and in common practice 
so that women can be treated as per- 
sons," sho said. 


The only way to carry out the plan is 


to get in where the decisions are made. 
"We can't be dissuaded by the way 
things have been up to now," said JoAnn 
Alter. Her prescription for practical poli- 
tics, "out of the kitchen, into the LWV 
and on into the political process," hope- 
fully caused a new spark in a few future 
female candidates. 


THE FEMALE political road Is long. It 


is harder for women to be elected and 
stay elected. Women arc treated with 
evidence of apprehension. 


"We arc taking the opportunity to con- 


tribute and achieve but, at the same 
time, gaining the opportunity to get into 
trouble too" was the conclusion of Joan 
Anderson. 


Women arc given more credit for a job 


well done but also more criticism for an 
unsuccessful try, she said. 


A good crying session Isn't uncommon. 


"The men we work with aren't sure we 
know the rules of the game," Virginia 
Haytcr confided. "And they aren't about 
to tell you the rules. Not until you're 
knee deep will they tell you the an- 
swers." But sho made it clear that con- 
frontation is not her Idea of an answer. 
"I'll do it In my small quiet way," she 
added.

Girls who wear glasses 


Look as good as you see

The old adage, men never make passes 


at girls who wear glasses, has been 
proved as bogus as the tale that if you 
eat carrots you will have good eyes. 


Glasses are a fashion accessory for 


some people and a necessity for a lot 
more. But whether they needed them or 
not, Americans, last year, spent almost 
$2 billion on eyewear — about $120,000 
million more than in 1971. 


Groucho Marx was never ashamed of 


his bespectacled face. Nor was Benjamin 
Franklin whose wire rims have today be- 
come a household word. Abraham Lin- 
coln first had his eyes examined and was 
fitted for a pair of gold wire-rim reading 
glasses in 1864 for a total cost of $2 50 at 
Franklin & Co. in Washington, D.C. To- 
day the price for an examination, lenses 
and frames starts at about $40. 


Glasses can change your look to wild, 


studious or glamorous. They can convert 
your mood from a flirt to a pouting little 
girl. 


WHEN MAKING a choice of glasses, 


keep In mind facial structure and shape, 
hair color and complexion tones. 


To find out your facial shape, stand in 


front of a mirror and trace the outline of 
your face on the mirror with your finger 
dipped in soap and water. Now, stand 
back and you can see if your face is 
oval, heart-shaped, long, square or 
round. 


A round face looks best in horizontally 


wide and vertically narrow glasses that 
extend beyond the check bones. Oval 
frames make a round facial structure ap- 
pear thinner and longer. The long narrow 
face, again, should tend toward frames 
that extend beyond the cheek bones and 
also are vertically deep. Aviators cover 
up face length. 


If your face is heart-shaped, rectangular 


glasses that curve with a bit of down- 
sweep at the lower, outer corner are best 
for you. A square face is softened by 
round frames, large square or rectangu- 
lar frames with a bit of upsweep at the 
upper, outer corners. These frames take 
the emphasis away from a square jaw 
line.

"APPROPRIATE GLASSES for your 


attire" is what Annette Siwula, manager 
of Better Vision Opticians at Woodfield, 
stressed as the coming thing. "Wearing 
one pair of glasses every day Is like 
wearing one coat. It's even more Impor- 
tant because glasses are on your face," 
she exclaimed. 


"Light-colored frames are in," Miss Si- 


wula added. "Finally the blondes and 
light brunettes are being offered stylish 
glasses too. The dark frames of the past 
did nothing to enhance the light com- 
plexion." 


She emphasized that no longer is just 


the front view of the glasses important, 
but the profile, from the side, must be 
taken into consideration also. 


Tinting is a new trend in lenses. Tn ad- 


dition to being cosmetically pleasing, 
they can camouflage thick lenses and 
help hide dark circles under the eyes. 
Tints come in every color of the rainbow 
and cost between $3 and $10 extra. 


ALSO NEW IN tinting are the photo- 


grey lenses, manufactured by Corning 
Glassware Co., that turn darker as the 
light gets brighter. According to area op- 
ticians, "The tinted lenses are purely a 
fashion innovation with no actual func- 
tional purpose." 


Although some opticians in the area 


say that wire rims are the big seller and 
"in" product now In the eyewear busi- 
ness, fashion dictates a raoves toward 
more sturdy, plastic-like frames. Optyl is 
the new line at Better Vision Opticians. 


"This new product is 20 to 30 per cent 
lighter than plastic, retains its shape bet- 
ter and holds a 6-month warranty," said 
Miss Siwula. 


Sale of metal frames soared from 18 


per cent of total eyeglass sales by opti- 
cians in 1970 to 47 per cent in 1972. But 
like wide belts versus skinny belts or 
cuffed pants versus uncuffed pants, eye- 
glass fashions change with the times. 
•PLASTIC LENSES are favored be- 
cause they are lighter and more impact- 
resistant. They are, however, more vul- 
nerable to scratching and cost a few dol- 
lars more than glass lenses. 


Glasses are a big investment. The 


choices in color, frame shape, lens and 
construction materials are as varied as 
the people who fit them and the faces 
they embellish. 


There are three specialists who deal 


with the public in the optical business. 
You should know the difference when it's 
time to get glasses, especially if it's the 
first time. 


Ophthalmologists are medical doctors 


specializing in the treatment of eye prob- 
lems. They may test eyesight and pre- 
scribe corrective lenses, but the de- 
mands have become so great that many 
ophthalmologists must limit their prac- 
tices to surgery and specialized medical 
treatment. 


OPTOMETRISTS GIVE most eye ex- 


aminations. They are specialists who 
measure the range and power of vision. 
They are not medical doctors. 


Opticians fit and sell glasses pre- 


scribed by optometrists and ophthalmo- 
logists. They are not qualified to test 
eyesight. The employes who make and 
grind the lenses are also referred to as 
opticians. 


The services of the three O's" tend to 


overlap from area to area depending on 
the demand for the various services. 


One last bit of advice: When making 


your purchase, examine the frames care- 
fully. Are the hinges strong enough to 
withstand normal use? Shake your head 
to make sure your glasses stay In place. 
Is the frame material smooth yet heavy 
enough to wear well? 


Now look — and see — your best. 


Thoughts on giving blood 


Every once In n while an ordinary ex- 


perience can turn Into an extraordinary 
one. The experience may bo the same, 
but the circumstances surrounding it are 
what make the difference. 


Such a difference occurred to mo this 


morning when I donated a pint of blood. 
I have Rhcn blood before, as have count- 
less others, usually on a oncc-a-yoar 
basis to keep our family enrolled in a 
replacement program, should anyone of 
us have a need. It has been sort of a 
routine thing — like paying an insurance 
premium or giving some time to a chari- 
ty now and then. I have always looked 
at it as something one docs without a 
great deal of thought or emotion. 


BUT TODAY WAS different. Today I 


was called on to donate blood to a man 
undergoing open heart surgery. I don't 
know the man, and I will probably never 
meet him. However, as the technician 
prepared to draw my blood, I became 
dramatically aware of the man who was 
about to receive it. At that same moment 


he was having his body temperature low- 
ered In a room on the floor above me, 
and being propped for surgery. For the 
first time in my blood donor experience, 
I acutely sensed that my donation, and 
that of the 17 other people who gave this 
morning, was going to keep someone's 
husband, someone's father, alive. 


Later, I sat and had coffee and a sweet 


roll with the Red Cross volunteer — a 
man In his late sixties — and another 
donor. The volunteer told us how difficult 
It is at times to get people to donate 
blood. 


"You'd be surprised at the excuses 


people come up with — even when their 
families are in need I" he said. He then 
told of one man who wouldn't give to his 
brother because he wanted to be sure to 
have enough in case his own children 
over needed it. Apparently he believed 
that the body only has so much blood, 
and if you lose it or give it away, you're 
out of luck as to ever having more. 


THE OTHER DONOR asked how long 


blood can be kept. 


"Twenty-one days," the man replied, 


"and what is left Is made Into plasma — 
in the rare event that there is any ex- 
tra." He aaid with pride that he was on 
his 10th gallon donation'— not all in one 
time of course. He told a story of when 
he was younger and In the Navy, how his 
unit would donate together as a substi- 
tute for attending a required drill meet- 
ing. Having spent 15 minutes at the do- 
nor center, they would then spend the 
rest of the night In a bar across the 
street. 


There Is no doubt that camaraderie 


does tend to develop among those in- 
volved in a crisis. But donating blood 
usually doesn't seem to be a crisis situ- 
ation. Perhaps the term "Blood Bank" 
doesn't help, because it creates an image 
of secure deposits quietly earning inter- 
est. 


However, every pint of donated blood 


is a crisis situation to someone — the 
person who receives it If we had an oc- 
casion to look at It in this way, maybe 
more of us would give.

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Barkeeps face new test: telling 'kids' from 'old folks'

Tonight the now stale liquor law will 


fncc Its first teat as thousand! of 10-nnd 
20-year-olds lino up for their first legal 
lagers. And bnrkceps throughout the 
state will face a severe test of their 
nerves, patience and possibly their li- 
censes. 


The now law, which took effect at 12:01 


a.m. today, enables 19-nnd 20-year-olds 
to purchase am! consume beer and wine, 
but not the stronger splrilus fcrmcnti. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem for alcohol dispensers is 


separating the bcerhounds from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. The? clerk or 
bartender who errs In pouring the liba-' 
tlons faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license. 


TO COitlBAT this problem several re- 


medies have been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial Identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving some one with phony IDS. 


Bob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors, Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
lo protect the shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 18-year-olds or denying ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 
year-olds. 


The cards, already used for 21-year- 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, • 
are signed'by the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains file at the 
store, Selective Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are,listed. This, accord- 
ing to Burton, enables the clerk to run a 
quick check on the presented IDs against 
the information on file. 


DOBBY DOBKINS, owner of the store, 


admits the cards are a stopgap measure 
at best. He feels the new law is "one we 
can't live with." 


Dobkins and others In similar situ- 


ations around the state are almost uni- 
versal in disapproval of the new law. 
Most label it halfway measure that just 
breeds new problems. Many said they fa- 
vored one age for drinking all alcoholic 
beverages. 


This is the night when tavern operators 


probably will bear the brunt of the 
thirsty youths. Short of setting aside sep- 
arate rooms or areas for the beer and 
wine crowd, few see any ready answer 
for the problem, except the bars in Ar- 
lington Heights where the law doesn't 
take effect until Oct. 6. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS passed an or- 


dinance lowering the age, but by law, 
ordinances do not take effect until 10 
days after they are published in a news- 
paper. The revised liquor law was not 
publish'ed until Sept. 26; hence the lag 
twixt cup and the Up. 


In hope of preventing underage accept- 


ance, Bill Roscoe, owner of the Blarney 
Stone Inne, Mount Prospect, said he will 
ask for three Identification cards to pro- 
tect himself. For the guys, these would 
probably be a voters card, draft card 
and driver's license. 


But what of the young woman nlio 


lacks the draft card? A spokesman from 
Lum's Restaurant, said he would prob- 
ably settle "for two good ones. Hopefully 
one would have a-picture." 


Some spas say they will go to a ink- 


stamping system for the beer drinkers. 


BUTCH McGUIRE. who owns taverns 


in Mount Prospect and Chicago, said 
doormen will stamp the right or left 
hand according to the drinker's age. 
This, he said, will tell the waitress at a 
glance who may drink what. 


He, too, admits there will remain, ''a

A special committee appointed to study 


fire protection In Buffalo Grove plans to 
ask for a referendum that, If passed, 
would put the entire village under the 
jurisdiction of one fire department, The 
llcnild has learned. 


At present, resident* north of Checker 


Road arc served by the Long Grove Rur- 
al I''lrc Protection District, while the rest 
of the village li served by the Wheeling 
Township Rural Fire Protection District. 


A source clone lo the committee told 


The Herald Friday that It will probably 
recommend a referendum to disanncx 
the northern portion of the village from 
the Long Grove District Into the Wheel- 
Ing District, thus putting the village un- 
der .one department. 


TIIK LONG GROVE District ho.i said 


It will oppose such a referendum. If It is 
to prevent dlsanncxallon Long Grove 
miut prove It cnn provide better fire pro- 
tection to the area than Wheeling. It 
must also prove the IMS of tax money 
caused by taking Hie area away from 
Long Grove would serlo_sly hamper the 
fire district financially. 


It is not known if the Long Grove Dis- 


trict could prove cither one. At present, 
Long Grovo Li taxing property owners at 
a rate of ID cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation, for below (he no-cent maximum 
allotted.

Another problem with forming a mu- 


nicipal department at this time concerns 
the tax rate. By law, under a municipal 
department, the village would only be 
able to tax residents at a rate o' 15 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation, wnile the 
Wheeling District is allowed to tax at a 
rate of 30 cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation.

We also 
want to give residents as good or better 
protection than they are now getting." 


The Wheeling District has told the 


committee it is willing to protect the ad- 
ditional area until the village decides It 
can afford a municipal department. 


WHEN THE village decides it wants to 


form a municipal department, the dis- 
trict said it will turn over to the village 
all equipment now being used to protect 
the area. The only cost to the village 
would be outstanding debts owed for ve- 
hicles, fire stations or fireflghtlng equip- 
ment. 


The Long Grove District has said it 


would not oppose disannexatlon to form a 
municipal department, but does not want 
to lose part ui Its area to another dis- 
trict. Officials there said recently the dis- 
trict probably would not give up fire en- 
gines and equipment if a municipal de- 
partment was formed. 


The equipment used to protect a given 


area is paid for with tax money from 
that area. Thus, giving the equipment to 
the area when it leaves the district is 
nothing more than giving the residents 
what they have already purchased. 


The committee will review the matter 


further and will probably make a recom- 
mendation to the village board In about 
three weeks, the source said.

Crane hears federal aid program complaints

Local suburbs received an average 4 


per cent return of taxes paid to the fed- 
eral government, Crane told the 21 offi- 
cials meeting In Palatine. "It's costing 
$1.67 across the board to get $1 back 
from Washington," he said, based on 
1U70 reports. 


"Last year, we got $100,000 In revenue 


sharing." Palatine Mayor Wendell Jones 


said. Palatine residents paid between $24 
and $30 million in federal taxes In 1972. 


If suburbs received a 10 per cent re- 


bate of federal taxes, local property and 
other taxes could be eliminated, Jones 
said. "We're paying for more than our 
share. We're becoming the have nots." 


TIIK OFFICIALS complained, during 


the three-hour session, that: 


• Federal'grant formulas block pur- 


chase of golf courses for open space — in 
Schaumburg, Buffalo Grove and Mount 
Prospect — but would finance a similar 
sale If the land was a cornfield. 


• Small municipalities built large post 


offices, but larger communities — like 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove Village — 
arc without local mall centers. Schaum- 
burg, with a population of 32,000 sends 
mall through RoseUc (population 6,000). 
Elk Grove local letters travel to Arling- 


ton Heights, then back to the village. 


• Noise from O'Hare International Air- 


port flights is getting louder and planes 
aro lower and more frequent. 


"Solid waste disposal, water supply, 


flood control are top priorities in this 
area," Schaumburg Mayor Robert 0. At- 
cher said. 


"Could we as a group get money for 


landfill? Could we go for a Mock grant to 
run a 72-inch water line to Lake Mich- 
igan?" Atcher asked. 


Jones, who last week proposed an 


area-wide water cooperative, supported 
•the proposal. "I think we could come up 
with the legal agreement. The borders 
are already drawn." 


"If we're committed to a regional con- 


cept we can't have all kinds of sub- 
regions," Mount Prospect Mayor Robert 
Tcichertsaid. 


LARGE CAPITAL projects cannot be 


built with limited revenue sharing 'allot- 
ments, the officials said. "You can't 
build a fire station with $100,000," Jones 
said. "We need water towers, sidewalks 
and we can't build them unless we go 
back to property taxes or bonds." 


"I don't think taxes arc too high," Tci- 


chert said. "They relate to the services 
you get. I have no problem In my com- 
munity." 


CRANE TOLD the officials that he "is 


not sure" how to attack duplication of 
services and waste in government that 
could cut federal taxes. "What I resent is 
the federal government moving into 
areas where it has demonstrated In- 
competence. It's a rule of life. 1 shake in 
horror at the squandering of taxpayers' 
money."

dent' Bichard Nixon should send a bal- 
anced budget to Congress. 


"Is he listening to you at all?" Ray

Tho Iowa Test of Basic Skills, a package of testa In all 


academic areas, is administered to students in grades three 
through eight in the district each spring. 


Olst. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo Grove and portions of 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Administrators and teachers In the district are analyzing 


test scores to ace what changes, if any, should be mado In 
materials and techniques used in classroom Instruction.

Science is life 


Students learning that methodologies apply anywhere 


Bcgoggled eighth graders, clustered in 


small groups, hover over small plastic 
bags filled with seashells and HCL 
(hydrochloric acid) completely absorbed 
in an experiment to study mass and mat- 
ter. 


The students are working in science 


class at Cooper Junior High School, Dist. 
21, Buffalo Grove. They say they like the 
class because they not only read about 
science in their textbooks, they learn to 
use it 


* "It really helps you understand better 
to do experiments," said Chris March. "I 
like seeing what happens," added her 
friend, Kim Kreuger. 


Learning by doing is the philosophy of 


the lab-oriented science program con- 
ducted in all Dist. 21 junior high schools. 


Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, 
Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


BY CONDUCTING experiments, sev- 


enth-and eighth-graders are able to see 
how scientific methods and principles ap- 
ply not only In the laboratory, but in 
their daily lives. 


"They learn problem-solving tech- 


niques that con be applied to anything," 
said Julie Wester, science department 
chairman at Cooper. "I think it also 
gives them an appreciation of science. 
For example, if they didn't know how 
really difficult it is to send a man to the 
moon, they'd say, 'so what?' But learn- 
ing some of what's involved they under- 
stand and appreciate it more." 


The seventh-grade science program fo- 


cuses on principles of physics while the 
eighth-graders study chemistry. 


Some of the topics explored by sev- 


enth-graders include the- metric system, 
forces, work, forms of energy, motion, 
electricity, heat and temperature. 


The eighth-grade program is designed 


to give students the background they 
need to build an accurate particle model 


by the end of the year. They study mass, 
matter, characteristics of different par- 
ticles, acids and bases, among other sub- 
jects. 


UNTIL THE PRESENT science pro- 


gram was adopted by Hie district three 
years ago, biology was taught on the ju- 
nior high level. Mrs. Wester said because 
physics and chemistry are needed to 
really understand biology, the decision 
was made to offer those subjects first. 
Biology is now taught in high school. 


"These kids really study some pretty 


sophisticated science," Mrs. Wester said. 
"Some of it is stuff that most people 
didn't get until high school, but it's wa- 
tered down so they can see things." 


"We're hoping to make science more 


interesting for the kids," she continued. 
"They've had too many lectures from 
teachers on clouds and cloud formations 
and not enough of them have been taken 
out to look at the clouds." 


Lost during Chile upheaval 
No word on missing youth 


Concern increased over the weekend 


for the fate of a Des Plaines man who 
now has been listed as missing in Chile. 


U.S. State Department officials report- 


ed that Frank R. Teruggl Jr., 23, of 7311 
S. Third Ave., Des Plaines was not being 
held by military officials in the South 
American nation which underwent a 
massive political upheaval earlier this 
month. 


This latest information contradicted 


earlier reports thai the young man, who 
was studying economics at the Univer- 
sity of Chile, was being held with hun- 
dreds of other persons in a Santiago soc- 
cer stadium. 


The government said Saturday that af- 


ter exhaustive inquiries the young man's 
whereabouts are unknown at this time. 


Tcruggi's father, Frank told The Her- 


ald over the weekend that he still has not 
heard from his son, but had been told by 
the State Department he had been re- 
leased on Sept. 21. The family last heard 
from their son on Sept. 17. 


"Today I am very concerned about my 


son, they have told me that he is not 
being held, and he is not in any hospital, 
but J know that he would have called by 
now," the father said. 


THE YOUNGER Teruggl's roommate, 


David Hathaway, was released 
from 


Chile on Wednesday, but he has appar- 
ently not been able to shed any light on 
the local man's condition. State depart- 
ment officials said they had conflicting 
reports as to whether or not Teruggl was 
with Hathaway on the day Hathaway 
was captured. The Herald was not able 
to reach Hathaway over the weekend for 
additional information. He is expected 
back in the U.S. today. 


When the Des Plaines family last 


heard from their son, he told them he 
was in good condition and planned to 
leave Chile by way of Argentina. State1 
department officials said they have also 
made Inquiries in Argentina, but have re- 
ceived no information on Teruggl. 


"This is all very confusing," the senior 


Teruggl said. "Everytime the telephone 
rings I hope it is Frank or someone with 
information about him." 


"From his letter to us and his sister, 


Frank did not seem to be involved in 
anything political down there, so I do not 
know why they would want to hold him 
for any time," the father said. 


TERRUGI HAD been in Chile for about 


two years. He had previously been an 
engineering student at the California In- 
stitute of Technology. He is a graduate of 
Notre Dame High School in Niles. 


At the request of The Herald, represen- 


tatives of U.S. Senators Charles Percy 
and Adlai Stevenson and U.S. Rep. Sam- 
uel Young, R-10, have interceded with 
the government in on effort to learn 
more about the young man. 


Even the state department has given 


the family conflicting reports about their 
son. Teruggi said the two calls he re- 
ceived late last week indicated his son 
had been released on Sept. 21, but anoth-

er state department spokesman told 
them it was highly unlikely the govern- 
ment would take someone into custody 
one day and release them on the next.

The schedule at Cooper was changed 


this year to give students more time in 
science class, allowing them more free- 
dom to work at their own pace. Students 
before had science for 40 minutes five 
days a week, barely enough time to con- 
duct many experiments. The closes now 
meet 80 minutes twice a week-and 40 
minutes one other day- No time, how- 
ever, has been taken away from other 
classes. 


IN ADDITION to the heterogeneous 


classes, there are special classes for stu- 
dents who have problems absorbing sci- 
ence material and an honors class for 
pupils who are gifted in that area. 


Class sizes average about 28 students 


and parents act as aides, giving out ma- 
terials and helping to grade papers. This 
frees the four science teachers to offer a 
lot of individualized instruction. 


All science students are required to de- 


sign a science project, part of the meth- 
od used to teach students to use scientific 
methods to think for themselves in sol- 
ving problems. 


"It's taking a problem and trying to 


solve it," Mrs. Wester said. "We're 
teaching them techniques that are sup- 
posed to help them learn to think for 
themselves through experience." 


A lot of emphasis is placed on science 


at Cooper, the only junior high school in 
the district last year to conduct its ov.-n 
science fair in addition to the district- 
wide science competition. 


Cooper took eight out of 10 first-place 


awards in the Dist. 21 fair last year, and 
four students went on to compete in the 
state science fair. Of those four, one 
rated outstanding, one took first and two 
s t u d e n t s were given second-place 
awards.

The new law, which took effect at 12:01 


am. today, enables 10-and 20-year-olds 
to purchase and consume beer and wine, 
but not the stronger spiritus fcrmcnti. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem for alcohol dispensers is 


separating the bccrhounds from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. 
1 The clerk or 


bartender who errs in pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license. 


TO COMBAT this problem several re- 


medics have been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial Identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving some one with phony IDS. 


Bob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- • 


quors, Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect the shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 18-year-olds or denying ser-

The cards, already used for 21-year-

Omlortlanck's office proves that Olst. 


59 children do get a chance to work with 


a variety of materials. Lining the walls 
arc sculptures of animals, small ceramic 
figures and modern art wall plaques 
made with sand, metals and plaster all 
made by students from kindergarten to 
eighth grade. 


Art Is being taught in a more enlight- 


ened way In Dist. 59 these days, accord- 
ing to Ondcrdanck. "We're bringing in 
practical things such as how to work 
with hammers and saws, metals and wel- 
ding," he said. 


Although many projects arc too diffi- 


cult and some tools arc too dangerous for 
young children, even kimlergnrtners arc 
involved In new art projects such as 
driving nails Into pieces of wood. 


"The little ones will surprise you in 


what they can do," said Ondcrdanck, "as 
long as you take the time to explain very 
carefully and don't let them get tired." 


IN ADDITION TO the animal and mod- 


ern art sculptures made of clay and plas- 
ter, paper sculptures have captured the 
fancy of the school children. While some 
prefer to make paper animals, cars or 
houses, others have been more creative. 


"One youngster decided to illustrate 


the clinchc, 'paint the town,' " said On- 
dcrdanck. "He made a paper airplane 
with a large can of paint attached to the 
side." he said. 


Another child made a paper sculpture 


of Thomas Edison, according to On- 
derdanck, "complete with a paper light 
bulb and a paper plug." 


ONDERDANCK. WHO'S been associ- 


ated with art for about 40 years, likes to 
keep in touch with what's going on so he 
experiments a lot In addition to keeping 
up with his hobby- of painting and sculpt- 
ing. 


"I wouldn't want to force the kids to do 


anything before I made sure it would 
work," said Ondcrdanck who taught at 
the Art Institute of Chicago for 15 years 
and also taught at Dist. 63 in Elmhurst 
before coming to Dist. 59. 


Ondcrdanck says part of the push for 


more practical forms of art in the 
schools may be coming from the parents 
"There's a tremendous arts and crafts 
movement among adults these days," 
said Onderdanck. "They're tired of sit- 
ting in front of'the boob tube and want to 
get involved* in different forms of art 


rather than sit back and watch," he said 


"There's more to art than paintings 


ar.d sculptures," said Onderdnnck. "The 
housewife decorating her house or choos- 
ing a new rug is being just as artistic as 
a painter," he said. 


ONDEHDANCK'S GOALS for the art 


program in Dist. 59 nr» somewhat differ- 
ent than the average educator's in that 
he encourages nonconform'ty. 


"You can't agree with the words 'it 


can't be done,'" said Ondcrdanck 
"That's what artists said many years 
ago about welding pieces of metal togeth- 
er to make a sculpture or making a 
.sculpture as big as a building, such as 
the Picasso irr Chicago," he said. 


The Dist., 59 art program may not pro- 


duce the next Michelangelo or Picasso, 
but it will prepare elementary school 
children better for more advanced art 
training in jur.ior high, according to On- 
dcrdanck.

Concern increased over the weekend 


for the fate of a Des Plaines man who 
now has been listed as missing in Chile. 


U.S. State Department officials report- 


ed that Frank'R. Teruggi Jr., 23, of 7311 
S. Third Ave., Des Plaines was not being 
held by military officials in the South 
American nation which underwent a 
massive political upheaval earlier this 
month.. 


This 'latest information contradicted 


earlier reports that the young man, who 
was studying economics at the Univer- 
sity of Chile, was being held with hun- 
dreds of other persons in a Santiago soc- 
cer stadium. 


The government said Saturday that af- 


ter exhaustive inquiries the young man's 
whereabouts are unknown at this time. 


Teruggi's father, Frank told The Her- 


ald over the weekend that he still has not 
heard from his son, but had been told by 
the State Department he had been re- 
leased on Sept. 21. The family last heard 
from their son on Sept. 17. 


"Today I am very concerned about my 


soo, they have told me that he is not 
being held, and he is not in any hospital, 
but I know that he would have called by 
now," the father said. 


THE YOUNGER Teruggi's roommate, 


David Hathaway, was released from 
Chile on Wednesday, but he has appar- 
ently not been able to shed any light on 
the local man's condition. State depart- 
ment officials said they had conflicting 
reports as to whether or not Teruggi was 
with Hathaway on the day Hathaway 
was captured. The Herald was not able 
to reach Hathaway over the weekend for 
additional information. He is expected 
back in the U.S. today. 


When the Des Plaines family last 


heard from their son, he told them .he 
was in good condition and planned!to 
leave Chile by way of Argentina. Stale 
department officials said they have also 
made inquiries in Argentina, but have re- 
ceived no information on Teruggi.

The problem for alcohol dispensers Is 


separating the bccrhoundi from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. The clerk or 
bartender who errs In pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license. 
..TO CO.MIIAT this problem several re- 
medies have been put forward, ranging 
from marking Ihe beer drinker, to spe- 
cial Identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving some one with phony IDS. 


Dob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors, Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect Ihc shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 18-ye:ir-olds or .denying'ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 


• year-olds. 


The cards, already used for 21-yearr 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, 
are signed by the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains file at the 
store, Selective' Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are listed. This, accord- 
ing to Burton, enables the clerk to run a 
quick check on the presented IDs against 
the Information on file.

DOBBY DOBKINS, owner of the store, 


admits the cards are a stopgap measure 
at best.

versal In disapproval of the new .law. 
Most label It halfway measure that just 
breeds new problems.- Many said they fa- 
vored one age for drinking all alcoholic 
beverages.

Jaycees lose money as rains wash out Fallfest

The weekend rains just about washed 


away the Elk Grove Village Jaycces' 
second annual Fallfest. 


Saturday night the large circus tent 


erected in Lions Park had to be the most 
depressing place In. the village. Most of 
the time there were more Jaycces and 
Jayceettes waiting behind the counter to 
serve than there were people in front of 
the counter wanting service.

At one time during the night a group of 


abcut eight to 10 people walked into the 
tent and were awarded an ovation. They 
were the only residents there who were 
not Jaycees.

Had they tried the Jaycees could not

Saturday was cold 
and rainy. During the day, on-again off- 
again showers kept people away. 


At night the rain subsided but the. air 


remained cold and misty. 


The* Jaycces had advertised the festi- 


val would go on no matter what the 
weather was because all events, except 
carnival rides, would be under a tent. 


The tent was warm and dry, but to get' 


to it a person had to walk through mud 
puddles and wet grass. 


THE THOUGHT worrying most Jay- 


cces was not that the Fallfest as a mo- 
ney loser but what would happen to other 
club projects in the coming months. 


Like most civic clubs, the Jaycces 


rely on a few money-making projects 
during the year to finance other pro- 
grams. When one of the expected money- 
makers, like Fallfest, becomes a money- 
loser, a chain reaction takes place. 


Projects which have been planned, 


counting on Fallfest financing, will have 
to be limited or dropped. 


Among the events coming up for the 


Jaycees arc the Christmas shopping par- 
ty for needy children and a host of activi- 
ties planned for Jaycec week in January. 


The dollar figures were staggering for 


a relatively small organization like the 
Jaycees. Break-even point for the Fall- 
fest is $4,300. By closing time Saturday, 
less than $1,000 had been collected.

Saturday night, however, chances for

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Park district tvrapup 
Pool rates may 
rise next year

Some rates at Elk Grove Village swimming pools may go 


up again next summer If Indoor pool revenue doesn't increase 
this winter. Family rates were hiked $1 to $2 this year for the 
first time. 


Pool revenue b down about $5,000 so far this year, accord- 


Ing to a report made to the Elk Grove Park District board 
Thursday night. Board members Instructed the author of the 
report, consultant David vonSchaumburg, to "keep a close 
cyo on the situation" and report back to the board at a later 
date. 


vonSchaumburg said actual pool revenue was up about 


$1500, over last year but operating costs are up $6500 causing 
the deficit: "Right now the situation doesn't look good," said 
vonSchaumburg. "Attendance will really have to go up by 
April 30, when the accounting period ends," he said. 


The pool is $5000 behind-last, year's revenue,'but further 


than that from the brook even point. Last year, according to 
vonSchaumburg, the pool lost about $3500. 


BOAHO SI EMBER Ed Houscr proposed measures should 


bo taken to "hypo winter pool attendance." The Indoor pool at 
the Disney Pool Complex will be open all winter. The outdoor 
Disney pool has been stocked with trout and will be open for 
fishing during the first two weeks of October. 


The board hopes to boost attendance at the outdoor pool's 


fishing program by challenging the Elk Grove Village Board 
to a "fishing contest." A date for the contest won't be set 
until after village board officials have been contacted. 


Board members emphasized a pool rate increase would 


only bo considered as a last resort. "All we want to do is 
reach the break even point In pool revenue," said Lew Smith, 
park president. 


Present pool rates arc $1.50 for single adult admissions and 


75 cents for children. Winter pool season passes are $14 for a 
single pass, $27 for a family pass. 


Family passes for pools in the summer arc $24 if purchased 


before Juno 0, $29 If purchased later. Single summer passes 
arc $13 or $15, depending on when purchased. 


Year-round pool passes arc $40 or $45 depending on whether 


purchased before or after June 9. 


Construction bid taken

for preschool children with learning diffi- 
culties In Schaiimburg Township Ele- 
mentary School Dlst.

tor for Dlst. 54, leaves for Washington, 
D. C., this week to complete final ar- 
rangements fir the $60,000-a-yenr grants 
to begin Immediately for nearly 200 
youngsters. 


Last year, when the state mandated 


services for 3-amM-ycar-old children 
with unique educational needs, It did not 
provide funding. 


The program held this summer was 


funded by the district. Dlst. 54 actively 
provided special help to preschoolers for 
several years before the state directed 
all districts to do so. 


It was one of tho few school districts 


In tho state to not only provide volunteer 
services, but enlist the aid of parents. 


FOR THE PAST six years teachers 


and speech and language therapists have 
worked with presence! children during 
lunch breaks, before school and after 
school on a volunteer basis. 


Special services persons were actively 


involved In planning and writing the ear- 
ly education proposal to Implement the 
state directive. This too was done on a 
voluntary basis. 


Last summer 185 children took part In 


tho early education program and sum- 
mer special session for preschoolers and 
children up to 10 years old. 


THE EARLY EDUCATION program Is 


designed for the preschooler who has 
problems In the areas of perception, lan- 
guage socialization, or dexterity.

U.S. Stale Department officials report- 


ed that Fnmk R. Tcruggi Jr., 23, of 7311 
S. Third Ave., DCS Plalncs was not being 
held by military officials In the South 
Amcrlcnn nation which underwent a 
masilve political upheaval earlier this 
month. 


This latent Information contradicted 


earlier reports that the young man, who 
was studying economics at the Univer- 
sity of Chile, was being held with hun- 
dreds of other persons In a Santiago soc- 
cer stadium. 


The* government said Saturday that af-

Property owners along Colfax Street

The purpose of the escrow agreement

In ad- 
dition to time, the proposed escrow 
agreement would also save money in 
possible court hearings and 'the 6 per 
cent fee to distribute the special assess- 
ment.

t> m. today, enables 10-and 20-year-olds 
to purchase and consume beer and wine, 
but not the stronger spirilus fcrmcnti. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem for alcohol dispensers is 


separating the bccrhounds from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. The clerk or 
bartender who errs in pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license 


TO COMBAT this problem several re- 


medies have been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving some one with phony IDS 


Dob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors. Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect Ihc shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 18-year-olds or denying ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 
year-olds. 


The cards, already used for 21-year- 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, 
are signed by the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains file at the 
store, Selective Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are listed.

Reports from Chile conflict 
No word yet on missing area1 youth 


Concern increased over the weekend 


for the fate of a Des Plalnes man who 
now has been listed as missing in Chile. 


U.S. State Department officials report- 


ed that Frank R. Teniggi Jr., 23, of 7311 
S. Third Ave., Des Plalnes was not being 
held by military officials in the South 
American nation which underwent a 
massive political upheaval earlier this 
month. 


This latest information contradicted 


earlier reports that the young man, who 
was studying economics at the Univer- 
sity of Chile, was being held with hun- 
dreds of other persons in a Santiago soc- 
cer stadium. 


The government said Saturday that af- 


ter exhaustive Inquiries the young man's 
whereabouts arc unknown at this time. 


Teruggi's father, Frank told The Her- 


ald over the weekend that he still has not 
heard from his son, but had been told by 
the State Department he had been re- 
leased on Sept. 21. The family last heard 
from their son on Sept. 17. 


"Today I am'very concerned about my 


son, they have told me that he is not 
being held, and he is not in any hospital, 
but I know that he would have called by 
now," the father said. 


THE YOUNGER Teruggi's roommate, 


David Hathaway, was released from 
Chile on Wednesday, but he has appar- 
ently not been able to shed any light on 
the' local man's condition. State depart- 
ment officials said they had conflicting 
reports as to whether or not Teruggi was 
with Hathaway on the day Hathaway 
was captured. The Herald was not able 
to reach Hathaway over the weekend for 
additional information. He is expected 
back in the U.S. today. 
k 


When the Des Plalnes family last 


heard from their son, he told them he 
was in good condition and planned to 
leave Chile by way of Argentina. State 
department officials said they have also 
made inquiries in Argentina, but have re- 
ceived no information on Teruggi. 


"This Is all very confusing," the senior 


Teruggi said. "Everytime the telephone 
rings I hope it is Frank or someone with 
information about him." 


"From his letter to us and his sister, 


Frank did not seem to be involved In 
anything political down there, so I do not 
know why they would want to hold him 
for any time," the father said. 


TERRUGI HAD been in Chile for about 


two years. He had previously been an 


engineering student at the California In- 
stitute of Technology. He is a graduate of 
Notre Dame High School in Nilcs. 


At the request of The Herald, represen- 


tatives of U.S. Senators Charles Percy 
and Adlai Stevenson and U.S. Rep. Sam- 
uel Young, R-10, have interceded with 
the government In an effort to learn 
more about the young man. 


Even the state department has given 


the family conflicting reports about their 
son. Teruggi said the two calls he re- 
ceived late last week indicated his son 
had been released on Sept. 21, but anoth- 
er state department spokesman told 
them it was highly unlikely the govern- 
ment would take someone into custody 
one day' and release them on the next. 
Most persons taken prisoner during the 
military overthrow have been held at 
least a week, government officials said. 


In the meantime, the family's con- 


cern's are mounting daily. 


"I would like to know where my son is 


and what his condition might be," the 
father said, adding he and his wife 
Jeanie feel helpless because their son is 
so far away. 


"I guess about all we can do is wait 


and hope that the government or the 


newspapers get some information about 
Frank. We sure would like to hear from 
him," he added.

The new law, wlilch look effect at 12:01 


a in. today, enables 19-and 20-year-olds 
to purchase ami consume hccr and wine, 
hut not (he stronger splrltus fcrmcntl. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem far alcohol dispensers is 


separating the bccrhounds from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. The clerk or 
bartender who errs in pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license. 


TO COMBAT this problem several re- 


medics have been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial Identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving some one with phony IDS. 


Bob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors, Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect the shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 18-year-olds or denying ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 
year-olds. 


The cards, already used for 21-year- 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, 
arc signed by the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains file at the 
store, Selective Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are listed. This, accord- 
ing to Burton, enables the clerk to run a 
quick check on the presented IDs against 
the Information on file. 


DOBBY DOBKINS, owner of the store, 


admits the cards are a stopgap measure 
at best. He feels the new law is "one we. 
can't live with." 


Dobkins and others hi similar situ- 


ations, around the state are. almost uni- 
versal in disapproval of the new law. 
Most'label It halfway measure that just 
breeds new problems. Many said they fa- 
vored one age for drinking all alcoholic 
beverages. 


This is the night when tavern operators 


probably will bear the brunt of the 
thirsty youths. Short of setting aside sep- 
arate rooms or areas for the beer and 
wine crowd, few see any ready answer 
for the problem, except the bars in Ar- 
lington Heights where the law doesn't 
take effect until Oct. 6. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS passed an or- 


dinance lowering the age, but by law, 
ordinances do not take effect until 10 
days after they are published in a news- 
paper. The revised liquor law was not 
published until Sept. 26; hence the lag 
twixt cup and the lip.

and Adlal Stevenson and U.S. Rep. Sam- 
uel Young, R-10, have Interceded with 
the government in an effort to learn 
more about the young man.

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Barkeeps face new test: telling 'kids' from 'old folks'

Tonight the new state liquor law will 


fate its first lot as thousands of 19-and 
so-year-olds line up for tlicir first legal 
lut(vn. And burkccps throughout the 
state will face a severe test of tlicir 
nerves, patience and possibly their li- 
cences. 


The new law. which took effect at 12:01 


a in. today, enables 19-and 20-year-olds 
to purchase ami consume beer and wine, 
but not the stronger splrilus fcrmcnti. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem for alcohol dispensers is 


srparutlni; tlie bccrhounds from the one* 


who drink the hard stuff. The clerk or 
bartender who errs in pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
loss of his liquor license. 


TO COMDAT this problem several re- 


medics have been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial Identification, to new legislation that 
protects I lie seller from taking a fall for 
serving some one with phony IDS. 


Bob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors, Palatine, sold the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect the shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking 18-ycur-olds or denying ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 
year-olds. 


The cards, already used for 21-year- 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, 
are signed by the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains file at the 
store, Selective Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are listed. This, accord- 
ing to Burton, enables the clerk to run a 
quick check* on the presented IDs against 
the information on file. 


DOBBY DOBKINS, 6wner of the store, 


aiimfts the cards are a stopgap measure 
at best. He feels the new law Is "one we 
can't live with." 


Dobkins and others in similar situ- 


ations around the state are almost uni- 
versal in disapproval of the new law. 
Most label it halfway measure that just 
breeds new problems. Many said they fa- 
vored one age for drinking all alcoholic 
beverages. 


This Is the night when tavern operators 


probably will bear the brunt of the 
thirsty youths. Short of setting aside sep- 
arate rooms or areas for the beer and 
wine crowd, few see any ready answer 
for the problem, except the bars In Ar-_ 
lington Heights where the law doesn't* 
take effect until Oct. 6. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS passed an or- 


dinance lowering the age, but by law, 
ordinances do not take effect until 10 
days after they are published in a news- 
paper. The revised liquor law was not 
published until Sept. 26; hence the lag 
twlxt cup and the lip. 


In hope of preventing underage accept- 


ance, Bill Roscoe, owner of the Blarney 
Stone Inne, Mount Prospect, said he will 
ask for three identification cards to pro- 
tect himself. For the guys, these would 
probably be a voters card, draft card 
and driver's license.

Students 
to produce 
oivn plays

Music, art and drama are being com- 


bined in a new eighth-grade program at 
Lincoln Junior High School in Mount 
Prospect. 


The program, called MAD for short, is 


generating excitement among its four 
teachers, 66 students and area school dis- 
tricts. The three artistic disciplines are 
being taught in conjunction for the first 
time In School Dist. 57. 


The students in the 18-week course will 


put on a full-scale production this De- 
cember. They will make the scenery, 
sew the costumes, write new song lyrics, 
set rehearsals and run the whole show 
themselves. The premier production will 
be "AH Baba and the Forty Thieves." 


In addition to working on the major 


production, each student has to write his 
own play, including appropriate musical 
accompaniment and scene design. The 
students may borrow the music from 
songs they know, although they must 
write original lyrics. Some are even com- 
posing their own music. 


THE PROGRAM is the idea of the 


teachers involved — Ed Dzierzynski and 
Chris Lumbard in art, Beverly Yates in 
music and Kntliy Bell in drama and 
dance. Their excitement in being able to 
tench the program is evident In the way 
they teach the program. 


The first week of the class is mostly an 


orientation period, although the students 
do sec a film of a production that helps 
them in determining what duties arc 
needed for their own production. 


Then the students are divided Into 


three groups and spend, on a rotating, 
basis, seven days each In music, art and 
drama orientation. 


In music, each student's voice is eval- 


uated and there are opportunities for 
solos. As a group, there is singing and 
chorus line work. 


The art section goes through set de- 


sign, building and painting. There is also 
discussion on costumes, props, lighting, 
make-up and publicity. 


IN DRAMA, some children gel their 


first chance to act, even if it is merely 
pantomime behind a sheet. The sheet" 
separates the shy from their audience 
and a light behind the sheet gives that 
audience (the other class members) the 
opportunity to examine emotions acted 
out without facial expressions. 


A National Aeronautics and Space Ad- 


ministration lest finds out how well each 
student works in a group and helps pick 
out the leaders. 


During the 21 days of area orientation, 


the four teachers carefully evaluate each 
student's performance in each of the 
three areas. The students have now com- 
pleted two of the three areas. 


After the area orientations, a confer- 


ence with each student will be held. It is 
then a student's area of work for the ma- 
jor p r o d u c t i o n will be decided. 
Dzierzynski pointed out that a student 
must excel in all three areas if he or she 
is to get the part in the production they 
really want. 


The major production will be per- 


formed In the evening so parents may 
attend.

against the school district, but dropped it 
in April when the Larwin agreement was 
reached. 


The Wheeling Plan Commission has 


approved preliminary plans for The Fo- 
rums. According to developer Victor 
Smigel, the project will include a number 
of three-story buildings housing a mix- 
ture of one-, two-, and three-bedroom 
condominiums. Two dry basins will pro- 
vide storm water retention for the 10- 
acre parcel. 


THE DEVELOPMENT also will In- 


clude a swimming pool, tennis courts and 
tot lot. Smigel said he hoped construction 
would still get under way this year. 


School Dlst. 23 officials are scheduled 


to meet with Smigel Wednesday to dis- 
cuss the proposed development. Assistant 
Supt. Tom Rich said he expected the 
drainage problem to be a major consid- 
eration In negotiations with Smigel for 
donations to the school district.

20-year-oldj line up for tlicir first legal 
lagers. And burkcep.i throughout the 
stuto will face a severe test of their 
nerves, patience and possibly their li- 
censes. 


The new law. which took effect at 12:01 


ii.tn. today, enables 1'J-und 20-year-olds 
in purchase and consume beer and wine, 
but nut the stronger splritus fermcntl. 
There lies the rub. 


The problem for alcohol dispensers is 


separating the bcerhounds from the ones 


who drink the hard stuff. The clerk or 
b.irtcnder who errs in pouring the liba- 
tions faces a stiff rap and possibly the 
lots of his liquor license. 


TO COMBAT this problem several re- 


medics, have been put forward, ranging 
from marking the beer drinker, to spe- 
cial identification, to new legislation that 
protects the seller from taking a fall for 
serving sonic one with phony IDS. 


Bob Burton, manager of Worldwide Li- 


quors, Palatine, said the Illinois Liquor 
Association has provided cards designed 
to protect the shops from selling to ma- 
ture looking Ifl-yeur-olds or denying ser- 


vice to youthful-appearing 19-and 20- 
year-olds. 


The cards, already used for 21-year- 


olds not marred by the ravages of time, 
are signed by the customer. On the back 
of the card, which remains file at the 
store, Selective Service, or driver's li- 
censes numbers are listed. This, accord- 
ing to Burton, enables the clerk to run a 
quick check on the presented IDs against 
the information on file. 


DOBBY DOBKINS, owner of the store, 


admits the cards are a stopgap measure 
at best. He feels the new law Is "one we 
can't live with." 


Dobkins and others In similar situ- 


ations around the state are almost uni- 
versal In disapproval of the new law. . 
Most label it halfway measure that just 
breeds new problems. Many said they fa- 
vored one age for drinking'all alcoholic 
beverages. 


This is the night when tavern operators 


probably will bear the brunt of the 
thirsty youths. Short of setting aside sep- 
arate rooms or areas for the beer and 
wine crowd, few see any ready answer' 
for the problem, except the bars in Ar- 
lington Heights where the law doesn't 
take effect until Oct. 6. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS passed an or- 


dinancc lowering the age, but by law, 
ordinances do not take effect until 10 
days after they are published in a news- 
paper. The revised liquor law was not 
published until Sept. 26; hence the lag 
twixt cup and the lip. 


In hope of preventing underage accept- 


ance, Bill Roscoe, owner of the Blarney 
Stone Innc, Mount Prospect, said he will 
ask for three Identification cards to pro- 
tect himself. For the guys, these would 
probably be a voters card, draft card 
and driver's license. 


But what of the young woman who 


lacks the draft card? A spokesman from 
Lum's Restaurant, said he would prob- 
ably settle "for two good ones. Hopefully 
one would have a picture." 


Some spas say they will go to a ink- 


stamping system for the beer drinkers. - 


BUTCH McGUIRE, who owns taverns 


in Mount Prospect and Chicago, said 
doormen will stamp the right or left 
hand according to the drinker's age. 
This, he said, will tell the waitress at a 
glance who may drink what. 


He, too, admits there will remain, "a

Shopping center plans 
to be reviewed tonight 


A controversial proposal to build a 


.small shopping center along relocated 
Arlington Heights Road just south of 
Dundee Road will be aired by the Arling- 
ton Heights Village Board tonight. 


Village Planner Joe Kcslcr says he has 


received numerous inquiries from devel- 
opers about the 40 acres of land between 
old Arlington Heights Road and the rea- 
ligned stretch of highway a quarter mile 
to the west. 


"Everyone's convinced this property Is 


n gold mine," Kcslcr says. 


The planning department's Arlington 


Heights Road Study recommends that 
the area be developed with low-Intensity, 
research and development businesses as 
an extension of the existing 250-ncrc Ar- 
lington Industrial Research Center. 


A PROPOSAL FOR a neighborhood 


shopping center on the east side of new 
Arlington Heights Road was rejected by 
the plan commission Sept. 5. 


Commissioners cited the zoning recom- 


mendations in the Arlington Heights 
Road Study and the high traffic impact 
of even a small shopping center in the 
vicinity of Arlington Heights and Dundee 
roads. 


The plan commission has accepted the 


Arlington Heights Road Study as a plan- 
ning guide and program for street im- 
provements. However, the document has 
not yet been adopted by the village board 
or been made part of the comprehensive 
plan. 


State highway officials said last week 


that realigned Arlington Heights Road is 
completed and will be opened as soon as 
two of four new lanes on Dundee Road 
arc paved later this fall. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS Road was rua- 


ligned further west to hook up with the 
existing extension, of the thoroughfare 
north of Dundee Road. 


Old Arlington Heights Road whicli ends 


in a T intersection at .Dundee, will re- 
main open. 


The potential developers of the shop- 


ping center have argued that a retail 
center would be botlt a convenience and 
the highest and best use of the land with- 
out depreciating the value of any sur- 
rounding property. 


"The land would not have to include 


just manufacturing, but research and of- 
fice buildings as well," Keslcr said.

From tennis balls to candy bars-village 


merchants report supplies down, prices up

There's a paper shortage, fuel 


shortage and food shortage. But 
there doesn't seem to be a short- 
age of shortages. 


L o c a l shops in Arlington 


Heights ore finding it harder to 
order and stock certain items as 
they receive partially-filled or- 
ders, cancellations and notices of 
price increases. 


The manager of Ben Franklin 


Variety Store, 9 W. Campbell, re- 
ceived a two-page letter describ- 
ing the shortages to be expected. 
"We wanted to provide you with 
a very brief summary of what is 
happening In prices and avail- 
ability for the next six months," 
the president wrote. 


Toys, towels, crayons, candles 


and housewares are on the Ben 


Franklin list. According to the 
letter, candy prices will increase, 
including the price of candy 
bars. 


Fabrics is a big concern, espe- 


cially in clothing. Bob Russo of 
Hagcnbring's Department Store, 
105 W. Campbell, reported a big 
shortage In blue jeans. 


"It's because of a lack of cot- 


ton," said Russo, adding that 
wool and cotton yard goods also 
are becoming scarce. "Custom- 
ers haven't noticed yet. It is 
rough and I don't sec It getting 
any better. Prices will go up In 
the spring." 


THE EVER POPULAR blue 


jean is in demand-and there are 
not enough of them to meet the 
demand, said Jim McDonald, 
asst. public relations director of, 
Levi-Strauss and Co., a manufac- 


turer of blue jeans in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif. 


"It isn't because we're getting 


less denirr," he said. "The pro- 
duction hain't increased and now 
more and more people are wear- 
ing jeans." Last year the com- 
pany sold more than 100 million 
pairs of jeans and slacks. 


Business officials at Lisa's 


Draperies and Interiors, 11 S. 
Dunton, are telling their custom- 
ers of fabric shortage. "It's not 
so bad yet, but I expect it to be 
worse," said 0. Wellborn, owner. 
"The Japanese arc buying it all 
up, so it's going to be very, very 
bad."

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School district tvrapup 
Changes weighed 
to aid students 


School Dist. 21 will take steps to improve pupil skills in 


areas where results of last year's annual achievement tests 
indicate work Is needed. 


The Iowa Test of Basic Skills, a package of tests in all 


academic areas, Is administered to students in grades three 
through eight In the district each spring. 


Dist. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo Grave and portions of 


Arlington Heights and Mount Prospect. 


Administrators and teachers In the district arc analyzing 


lest scores to see what changes, If any, should be made in 
materials and techniques used in classroom Instruction. 


Marjorlo Bcu, curriculum director, said the results are 


studied to determine several things including: 


• The appropriateness of material used in each grade. 
• The effectiveness of teaching techniques on all levels. 
• The varying abilities of students. 
• The need for specific extra training for teachers in a 


particular area. 


Miss Bcu cited the current Dist. 21 math program as an 


example of how achievement test scores arc used to improve 
the effectiveness of Instruction. 


About four years ago, moth scores In the district were low, 


she said. Teachers adopted a new textbook shortly after the 
results of the tests were released and the scores have Im- 
proved ever since. 


Compared to last year, achievement test scores were lower 


for fifth and sixth grade students this year, especially in the 
area of language arts. 


Mbs Bcu said part of the reason for the low language arts 


scores could be the emphasis placed In the district on creat- 
ive writing. Slio said creativity will not be dccmphaslzed, but 
teachers will Increase work on grammar skills this year. 


Junior high bids to be awarded 


The school board plans to award the contract of the con- 


struction of Sl.n million In additions to the district's three 
junior high schools Oct. 11. 


The additions will provide extra classrooms besides provid- 


ing area* for a new vocational arts program. 


The district hopes to begin construction as soon as possible 


after the Contract is awarded and have the additions ready by 
the lime school opens next fall. 


Several alternative ways of funding the construction arc 


being studied Including the possibility of state aid and using 
$300,000 in funds from the district's 1070 referendum. 


Tim referendum monies were Intended for the purchase of

High building costs 
Financial woes for 3 junior highs? 


Financing of $1.8 million for additions 


to Dist. 21's three junior high schools 
may be a problem due to high building 
costs. 


Bids for the construction of the addi- 


tions to accommodate new vocational 
programs were opened lost week. Six 
base bids were received, ranging from 
the high bid of $2,052,963 from the Egyp- 
tian Construction Co. to the low bid of 
$1,839,839 from Walson Construction Co. 


Administrators say the projected costs 


are more than funds currently available. 
The district had hoped to begin construc- 
tion of the additions next month, com- 
pleting the work in time for the 1974-75 
school year, but that timetable is not 
definite. 


"They (the bids) are higher than we're 


prepared for," said Dist. 21 Supt. Ken- 
neth Gill. "The first thing we'll do is see 
what, if anything, can be trimmed out." 


GILL SAID there are also several al- 


ternative ways of funding the construc- 
tion that will be explored. Because some 
special education classrooms will be in- 
cluded in the new additions, Gill said the 
district may be able to use monies from 
the special education levy. 


Funds may also be gained from a new 


capital assistance 
program 
recently 


signed into law by Gov. Daniel Walker, 
Gill said. 


The amount of money Dist. 21 would be 


able to get from the capital assistance 
program for the junior high additions is 
not known at this time, Gill said. No 
guidelines for the distribution of funds 
have yet been established. It may be six 
to eight months, he said, before they arc 
set. 


Although Gill did not entirely rule out 


the possibility of conducting a referen- 
dum to finance the additions, he stressed 


that it would be used only as a last re- 
sort. 


Gill said if a referendum were con- 


ducted, it would probably be for between 
$200,000 and $300,000. He pointed out that 
under the new state formula for school 
aid, local tax rates will drop over the 
next three years, somewhat minimizing 
the effect of a tax increase for the addi- 
tions.
